Use puppets or stuffed animals to tell a story. Encour¬ 
age your child to act out a story or parts of it. 

Talk with your child. Ask questions that cannot be 
answered with “yes” or “no.” Ask your baby a ques¬ 
tion and then answer for her. Ask your preschooler to 
tell you about something that happened to him today. 

Recite nursery rhymes often. These are little stories 
with a beginning, middle and end. 

Choose books with a story sequence that is easy to 
follow. Nursery rhymes are great, but also choose 
books with stories you and your child can talk about 
and retell in different ways.

LEGOS AT THE LIBRARY 


VOCABULARY 

Vocabulary is one of the six essential 
skills research has shown that children 
need to have in order to learn to read. 
Vocabulary is knowing the names of 
things, feelings, concepts, and ideas. 
Research shows that children who know 
many words will have an easier time 
learning to read; learning to read a word 
is much easier when the child already is 
^feiliar with it. 

Amazingly, simply reading aloud to 
your child significantly helps increase 
his/her vocabulary. Children encounter 
three times as many rare words in books 
than in ordinary' conversation or on 
television. And already knowing those 
words makes it much easier to learn to 
read them! When you are reading to 
your child, try some of these activities 
to help teach vocabulary: 

• Don't just read the words. Talk about 
the pictures and what is going on in 
the story. Leave time for your child 
to say something back. 

• You can help your child understand 
words he/she may not know by briefly 
talking about them as you go along, or 
before reading the book if you wish. 

• Try some nonfiction (informational, 
^feue) books. Ask your librarian to help 
^^ou find books that interest you and 

your child.

The Highland Children’s Department 
has offered a Lego program the second 
Wednesday of the month for the last 
year that consistently averages 16-24 
children, mostly boys, in attendance. 
While girls continue to be a minority at 
this program, we do attract a few and 
those who are interested are more than 
welcome to attend. 

You may ask why we offer 
a Lego program and what 
that has to do with reading. 

According to a recent study 
by Dorothy Singer of Yale 
University called Play = 

Learning “promoting play 
contributes to early literacy 
development by increasing attention 
span, memory, creativity and language 
and vocabulary skills. It also lays 
the foundation for logical mathemati¬ 
cal thinking, scientific reasoning and 
problem-solving, things children will 
carry with them throughout their school 
years.” 

When the school-age children arrive for 
the program, they are greeted and given 
the theme for the day. 5 to 6 tables are 
set up with the colorful blocks, and base¬ 
plates are available but limited. Once 
the theme is given to the children they 
are on their own to build the design of 
their choice. As they work, the children 

□li{:: Learning... 


are often seen moving around discussing 
with each other what they are build¬ 
ing. Parents often join their children in 
the creation of a design, making this a 
family-friendly program as well. 

Some of the more memorable Lego de¬ 
signs include: a brown turkey, roasted 
with white legs; a flat jack-o-lantem; 

ghosts; a 3-D jack-o-lantem; 
a skull; several apples and 
apple trees; and a pumpkin 
patch complete with tractor 
and leaves on each pumpkin. 
Many of the children build 
quite elaborate vehicles and 
like to explain each of the 
special features. 

The finished creations arc displayed in 
the library for a month, so others can 
admire and enjoy. We often see adults as 
well as children admiring the display and 
pointing it out to others in their group. 

Children often bring more elaborate 
Lego creations from home to share with 
the group, providing them a rare oppor¬ 
tunity to speak in front of others. There 
is also a drawing each month for a small 
Lego prize.

After the program, the children are interested in looking at 
Lego books. We have had to call in Lego books from our 
other branches to meet die demand for these titles after our 
program . Also, we often have books on display that go along 
with the theme of the day. 

Initially, to get our program started. Children’s Librarian 
Karen Slager purchased large quantities of Lego blocks. If 
you have ever purchased these blocks, you know this can 
be an expensive undertaking. Since then, many kind and 
generous patrons have donated Legos to add to the library’s 
collection. So, if you have a box of Lego blocks at home 
that your children no longer use, please consider donating the 
blocks to your local library. The more blocks we have, the 
more children we can have participate, and the more intricate 
and extensive the projects can be. 

The Highland Branch is not the only Lake County Public 
Library branch offering this program. School age children 
are welcome to attend the Lego Club at the Dyer-Schererville 
Branch, which meets the first Wednesday of the month and 
Cedar Lake Branch on the first Thursday of the month. Other 
branches are contemplating offering Lego programs, but 
are still in the process of collecting enough Legos to offer a 
program.

Letter Knowledge is one of the six es¬ 
sential early literacy skills your child 
must know in order to leam to read. 
Letter knowledge is knowing that letters 
look different from each other and that 
the same letter can look different ways. 
It is also knowing the sounds of letters. 
It is never too early to start teaching 
Letter Knowledge: 

Help your baby and toddler begin 
recognize differences between 
ings. Young children leam through 
their senses—touching, feeling, tast¬ 
ing, as well as seeing and hearing. 
Give your baby opportunities to feel 
different textures and shapes. Ask, 
"What feels the same? What feels 
different?” 

Use specific names for things, such 
as cat and kitten, so that your child 
understands differences between 
things. 

Children leam shapes before letters, 
so help them leam first that shapes 
are different from each other and 
then what each shape is called. Use 
books and everyday objects to teach 
shapes. Have fun trying to make a 
shape, like a circle, with your whole 
body!

Phonological Awareness, being able to 
hear the sounds in letters and words is 
an essential early literacy skill. You can 
help your child at home. Play games 
that focus on different letter sounds. 
For example, you can start with a game 
that emphasizes the letter ‘m . ’ Say three 
words. Only one of them has the ‘m’ 
sound in it. It is easier to hear the first 
sound in a word, so start with ‘nr as 
the first sound. Try a poem such as this: 


I hear, with my little ear, the sound ‘m’. 

Tight...light...might rice...mice...dice 
my... sky... high 


^Jbur child can hear the ‘m’ sound at 
the beginning of the word, try the *nT 
at the end of the word. 

If this is too hard, play another time. Let 
your child make up the words and see if 
you can hear the sounds, too.

I’ve talked 
to genealogists who have climbed every set of courthouse 
steps in their ancestors’ lives trying to resolve every geneal¬ 
ogy question. Even though they work their way back to 
where it is more and more difficult to find information, like 
the Energizer bunny, they just keep on going. Often they 
find themselves searching overseas with the same fervent 
determination. There may be a little of Sherlock Holmes in 
you too! 


As you can see, genealogy is a hobby that enriches both 
researchers and their descendants. Even if history was not 
one of your favorite subjects, you’ll enjoy the enriching 
personal history you diseover while climbing your family 
tree. With our genealogy databases, books, and internet 
access, it is easier than ever to find somebody to add to 
your family tree.

TEACHING RHYME 

Phonological Awareness is the abil¬ 
ity to hear the individual sounds in 
letters and words. Most children who 
struggle learning to read have trouble 
with this important skill. Rhyming is 
part of Phonological Awareness and 
is sometimes difficult to master. You 
can help: 

• Sing songs! Songs break words 
into smaller bits so children can 
hear the different sounds in words. 

• Say or sing nursery rhymes. 

\Play a rhyming game like this one:

September is Library Card Month! 


Telling stories is part of Narrative Skills, an 
essential early literacy skill Tl)e ability to 
describe things and events, and the ability to 
tell stories, helps children better understand 
what they read[ A child who has Narrative 
Skills will be able to comprehend what he 
is reading and remember it. Preschool li¬ 
brary programs often emphasize this skill by 
encouraging children to participate in the 
story telling by repeating phrases, acting out 
parts, and so on. You can help your child 
learn this important skill at home, too: 

I With very young children, use books with 
if clear pictures that are familiar. Talk 
about the pictures. Encourage your child 
to talk about the story and pictures by 
asking questions that require more than 
a n yes m or "no m response. Be patient. Wait 
far your child to answer before answering 
for her—count to five—or ten. 

As your child gets older, share books with 
repeated phrases or with a cumulative 
tale. Encourage your child to participate 
in the telling. Reread favorite books and 
let your child \read * some or most of the 
story. 

Use wordless books to encourage your 
child to tell the story 

Talk about what you are doing. Encour- 
age your child to tell you about his day 
Ask questions to help your child add de¬ 
tails to what he is telling you. 

Let children dress up, use props, or ani¬ 
mals and puppets to tell stories.

BOOK DISCUSSIONS 


Learning Narrative Skills 
with Dialogic Reading 

Narrative skill is one of six essential 
early literacy skills your child needs 
to know in order to become a suc¬ 
cessful reader. Narrative Skill is the 
ability to tell about an event or story 
and to describe things. You can help 
teach this important skill to your 
child by using a technique called 
Dialogic Reading: 

• Read a book to your child as 
ou normally would Then go 
^Rback and talk about the pictures 

and what is happening in them. 
What you talk about doesn't 
need to be related to the story at 
alL You are engaging your child 
in conversation around die pic¬ 
tures. Try to ask questions about 
the pictures that encourage more 
than ayes or no answer. Also, try 
to relate the pictures and ques¬ 
tions to your child’s experiences. 
For example pointing to a pic¬ 
ture of a lion, you might ask, 
“What happened when we saw 
the lion at the zoo last week?” 
or, “How do you think the boy in 
the picture is feeling?" and “Do 
you remember a time when you 
felt that way? What happened?” 

•Always allow sufficient time far 
your child to answer the ques¬ 
tion. Talking back and forth 
uses different parts of the brain 
and young children naturally 
take longer to compose a re¬ 
sponse. Count to five before 
prompting him. 


Reading books and talking about 
them naturally go together. In fact, 
book lovers just can’t help themselves. 
They feel compelled to share their en¬ 
thusiasm for a book with their friends 
and acquaintances. Then they tell 
two friends and they tell two friends 
and ... a bestseller is born! 

Conversely, have you ever read or 
started a book, only to toss it aside as 
a waste of your precious time? Hope¬ 
fully, you shared that opinion with 
friends as well.

LEARNING ABOUT LANGUAGE THROUGH PLAY 

•Play is one of the best ways for children to leam language and literacy skills. 

•This rime of year is a great rime for imaginative fun. Dressing up and pretending help children think 
symbolically. A ruler becomes a magic wand. You don’t need expensive toys or a large space—just 
simple props and your encouragement. Use things like large boxes, old clothes for dress up, empty 
food containers, paper shopping bags, and empty paper towel rolls. Make sock puppets: create a pup¬ 
pet stage using a sheet draped over two chairs and act out a story! 

•Through play, children realize that one thing can stand for another. Later this will also help children understand that 
written words stand for real objects and experiences. 

•Sharing books and talking about the stories and pictures can be playful. Act out parts of the story; encourage your 
child to participate by saying repeated refrains, animal sounds, and so on. He might also predict what will happen 
next. She might retell the story in her own way. 

•Dramatic play helps develop narrative skills as children make up a story about what they’re doing. This helps them 
understand that stories happen in an order: first, next, last.

“search” tab at the top. That will give you an advanced 
search where you can limit your search to “Berlin Wall” 
and the year 1989. You can also limit the search to only 
Indiana papers or a specific town. Access Newspaper 
Archive is only available at the library (all branches of 
the Lake County system).
